INVENTS ARTIFICIAL  COAL

Berlin Selentist Patents n Fuel Which
He Clalms isn Superior to the
Naturnl Article,

BERLIN, Aug. h.—(New York World Ca-
blegram—Special Telegram.) —Herr Montago,
the inventor of artificial coal, appfed to for
parifoulars of his fuel, says:

1 have taken out patents in seventeen
countries, Until all formalities are completed
I can give no partlculars of the Ingrodients,
bt I may say from any point of view that
tha hygiene artificial coal is preferable to
tha ordinary coal, as it does not develop any
polsonous gases and creates little soot: it
leaves no afag and A small amount of ashes
resembling wood or clgar ashes. There s no
danger of an explosion causing a conflagra-
tion. This fuel is composed of 62.04 per cent
of ordinary earth and 8 to 8§ per cent of
chemical ingredientsa. It I8 cheapor and bet-
ter than coal, Any plese of land, even If it
is unfit for agriculture, can be used for pro-
ducing the fuel, The cost of the pecessary
plant Is a very low price, the machines
welghing only 760 pounds for a steamship.
